DURHAM, N. C. — Controlled forest 


fires for the purpose of growing long 
leaf 
tree forests 
are proposed by 


Frederick A. Wolf and W. J. Bar- 
bour, of Duke university. 


The long leaf pines are highly val- 


uable lumber trees. The idea of burn- 
in.g the brush and other growths to 
stimulate their growth is explained 
in 
the plant journal 
Phytopatho- 


logy. 


Long leaf pine, Wolf and Barbour 


say, has great ability to withstand fire. 
The natural forests of this pine were 
made possible, they think, only by na- 
ture's destructive 
forest fires. They 


propose to revive nature's method, but 
to keep the fires under control. 


On ground where there is four 


years' accumulation 
of forest litter, 


the long leaf pine seeds cannot sprout. 
A fire set in the winter wauld clear 
the ground for seeds scattered in the 
spring. 


When the little pines are not much 


larger than tall grass, they can live 
through flames which wipe out ve- 
getation around them. 


Brown-spot, o disease of the needles 


of long leaf pines, is kept down by 
ueet.

Put Vitamins In Bottles 


_, Young Chemist Williams of the Phil- 
ippine Bureau of Science eagerly seiz- 
ed upon the job of digging into the 
chemical aspects of human beriberi. 
From a childhood spent in India he 
'knew how serious the disease could 
be. For 30 years he has kept at it, 
even when it was not the job he was 
paid for. 


In 1934, Dr. Williams succeeded in 


developing a process that allowed rum 
to isofate from rice polish the vita- 
min, which' by that time was labeled 
No. 1 B yitamin, as a crystalline com- 
pound. This gave him material that 
could be studied chemically and phys-

(Army Postoffice). Already there are 
postofficcs in 56 army camps, serving 
1,002,500 men (by mid-summer, the 
number will be at least 1,486,000). Only 
five cities in the United States serve 
as many persons with mail—but wait. 


Postoffice officials, after years of 


surveying, figure that only two per- 
sons out of five in the United States 
use the mails. That's because of in- 
fants, illiterates, invalids, etc. But 
there are none of these in army camps. 
The trainees, regular army and nation- 
al guard men are 100 per cent mail 


ers, and improper addresses and pou 
see that assuring Private Doe of mail 
from home without delay is a pretty 
complex business. 


Draws on War Experience 


Col. W. A. Kenyon, who heads the 


APO has taken a page from his 
experience as No. 1 postman overseas 
in' World, War I and developed the 
system nqw in use. In the first place, 
all division, corps or unit postoffice!, 
are numbered. They were numbered 
in the other war, too, in sequence 
starting with one. But it wasn't very 
long before it was discovered that

ern armies survive only if they are 
mobile. 
To train this man's army 


without moving it from pillar to post 
would be like training babies to lift 
weights without teaching them to 
walk. So hat? Companies, regiments 
and divisions are going to be con- 
stantl yon the move. 


For example, there will be vast ma- 


neuvers again this summer in the 
Louisiana sector. They will last weeks, 
maybe a couple of months. I don't 
know anything about the army's plans, 
but I'll bet a cellophane helmet they 
bring troops into that maneuver from 
New York, Oregon, California and 
Florida—not whole camps, but train- 
ing units from many camps that are 
far enough advanced to take the field. 


Imagine you arc a postman in Camp 


Ord, Calif., fingering a special de- 
livery that looks pretty important, 
and trying to figure out where Pvt. 
Johnny Doe—"somewhere in Louisi- 
ana"—is tonight. 


That's the problem, then—but just 


because it looks as hard to solve as 
the Einstein theory, don't start wring- 
ing your hands and thinking Junior 
will never get that 52 pin money check 
you sent him, or the nice warm socks 
you knitted all by yourself. 


See Problem Solved 


The postoffice department and the 


army believe they have solved the 
problem. Experts in both departments 
have been working on it and thinking 
about it ever since World War I, when 
haggard 
faces 
had 
to bend 
over 


bushels of letters and mountains of 
parcels and rubber-stamp them, for 
return to sender, whereabouts un- 
known. 


If any one man deserves credit for 


the solution (although he'll probably 
never let me in his office again for 
saying so—he's that modest) it is Col. 
W. A. Kenyon. He was Postman No. 
1 overseas during World War I. He 
is, by designation of both the post- 
office and the army, Postman No. 1 
of the American army training today. 
Between his two periods of service 
arc 20 years of study and the evolu- 
tion of today's system, which ex- 
pects to take fo rits motto the flat 
statement: "The army's mail goes 
through." 


Among the lessons learned by the 


army overseas in World War I was the 
great importance of seeing that Fvt. 
Johnny Q. Doe got his mail from home 
with the least possible delay. 


But it was 20 years after that before 


the war and postoffice departments 
finally got together and laid down 
their "constitution and by-laws" in a 
working agreement. Briefly, the post- 
office 
department takes 
the mair 


through the main camp postoffices and 
the army takes it from there on. 


A letter, properly addressed, would 


go this route: (1) From the train to 
the camp main postoffice, where it 
would be sorted for distribution to 
the divistan or corps or other unit 
postofficcs. 12) These sort it again for 
distribution to the company mail or- 
derlies, who (3) twice a day distribute 
it among the men. 


It sounds simple enough, but lake 


the problems of frequently changing 
personnel, transfers of units, duplica- 
tion of names, extended field mancuv- 


offices still are numbered in sequence, 
but in a different way. All infantry 
division pqstoffices take their num- 
bers from between 1 and 200; cavalry 
divisions from 201 to 250, and so on. 
So, the number in the frank, merely 
means that the unit with that num- 
ber is at that point. These postofficcs 
move with their units. If a unit moves 
from Benning in Georgia to Dix in 
New Jersey, or if it takes the field, 
its postoffice goes nlong. 


Use Serial Numbers 


To avoid confusion through dupli- 


cation or similarity of names, each 
man uses his army .serial number af- 
ter his name, so no matter if there 
are 9,000 Smiths and 8,000 Johnsons in 
training( if the World war ratio holds, 
there will bo that many this summer), 
each will have that distinctive serial 
number. 


To handle transfers of individuals, 


three sets of card files, with cards for 
every man in the army make tracing 
a greatly simplified 
matter. 
Im- 


properly 
addressed 
letters 
finally 


reach their sources through a process 
of elimination. The letter is sent to 
every unit postoffice in the camp until 
the man is found and if ho isn't, it's 
checked against the transfer files be- 
fore it is returned or sent to the dead 
letter office. 


By this system, Colonel Kenyon 


thinks he might eventually deliver a 
letter addressed like that one which 
bore only the private's name and the 
address. "No 4 in the Front Rank, 
A. E. F." 


An Overseas Plan 


The APO also has an overseas plan 


worked out—not that they think they'll 
need it but they are not going to be 
caught napping again. Already, in ,a 
minor way, it has come into use with 
the forces at the Atlantic bases ac- 
quired from Great Britain, from whom 
the government has just obtained an 
agreement to allow mail to these bases, 
from Newfoundland to British Guiana, 
to go for the domestic postal rates.
